ST. PETERSBURG HAS NO NEWS 


Admits Severe Skirmishing On Liao 


Tung Peninsula Is Likely Any Time. 
St. Petersburg, June 14.—No informa- 
tion reached the general staff regard- 
ing the reported ambushing of Rus- 
sians at Pulantien, as the result of 
which they are alleged to have lost 800 
men. The only thing of the least sig- 
nificance in this connection is the short 
dispatch received from Major Genei'al 
Karkavltch, which was seift on June 
12, the day on which the ba/tle Is said 
^to have occurred. General Karlcavitch 
does not mention the Pulantien fight, 
of which the authorities presunje he 
would have heard had it taken place. 
His dispatch only covered events up to 
the preceding day. 


General nev/s from the southern part 
of the Llao Tung peninsula is of the 
scantiest, and in the absence of official 
news the'oflficials here are not inclined 
to speculate as to the situation, as 
nothing further has been heard from 
Port Arthur, 


The reports of continuous skirmish- 
ing along the railway south of Va- 
fandlen are taken to show that the 
Cossacks are keeping 
the

busy in protecting their rear. 
While 
heavy fighUng is not regarded as be- 
ing imminent, a more or 'Jess severe 
brush with the enemy is likely at any 
time. 


The general staff has received the 
following dispatch from Major General

and 11, In the position of the troops in

"All is iiuiet on thB western coast of 
Liao Tung. The enemy's ships appear 
from time to time, but do not approach 
near the coast. 


"The Japanese have not advanced 
from Sluyen, According to intelligence 
received they are entrenching there."

Uaps Lost Four end 
Russians Two 
Ships In Fight Off Port Arthur. 


St. Petersburg. June 13.—Rumors are 
in circulation here to the effect that a 
great naval battle has taken place oli 
Port Arthur, in which two Russian and 
four Japanese battleskips were sunk. 
No confirmation of the rumor can be 
obtained. 


Relief is felt in military circles at 
the removal of dissension in the mili- 
tary councils. 
It is understood that 
the sole responsibility devolves upon 
General Kuropatkln, and that no seri- 
ous attempt will be made to relieve 
Port Arthur. 


It is reported that the Vladivostok 
squadron now consists of three cruis- 
ers and four ironclads. 
It is therefore 
presumed that the squadron has ef- 
fected a junction with some of the Port 
Arthur vessels.

RUSSIANS CAUGHT 
IN JAPANESE TKAP 


"Nowchwang, June 14.—Infortnation 
received hero through heretofore 
reliable channels that part of the Japa­ 
nese.force left at Pulantien to check­ 
mate. the Russians* southward! move­ 
ment to relieve Port Arthur was at­ 
tacked soiitheast of Shungnmao. After 
slight fighting the Japanese made a 
false retreat, the Russians hotly fol­ 
lowing them, when the Japanese made 
a flank movement, catching the Rus­ 
sians in a trap. The Russian .losses are 
placed at SUO men. 
They then fell 
back on Gaichou and began to retreat 
along the Baimatgu Tsaichou road. 
About 2000 Russian 
infantry from 
Kaluchou passed through Newchwang, 
accompanied by a large supply and hos­ 
pital 
train. 
Several carts contained 
bandaged men. 
The troops appeared 
to bo fagged out, and showed every in­ 
dication of a long and forced march. 
The officers refused to furnish any in­ 
formation, but a non-commissioned of- 
.iicer told a con’espoi\dent of the Asso­ 
ciated Press that all the troops were 
retreating from Tsaichou. Before he 
could say anything further he was rep­ 
rimanded by a captain. Stragglers are 
closely watched by non-commissioned 
oillcers to prevent them from talking.

Two Jap Batteries Wiped Out, 
Halcheng, Manclmria, June 13. — A

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ST. PETERSBURG HAS NO NEWS 


Admits Severe Skirmishing On Liao 
Tung Peninsula Is Likely Any Time. 
St. Petersburg, June 14.—No informa­ 
tion reached the general staff regard­ 
ing the reported ambushing of Rus­ 
sians at Pulantien, as the result of 
which they are alleged to have lost 800 
men. The only thing of the least sig­ 
nificance in this connection Is the short 
dispatch received from Major General 
Karkavitch, which was sent on June 
12, the day on which the ba/tle is said 
to have occurred. General Karkavitch 
does not mention the Pulantien light, 
of which the authorities presunje he 
would have heard had it taken place. 
His dispatch only covered events up to 
the preceding day. 
General nev/s from the southern part 
of the Liao Tung peninsula is of the 
scantiest, and in the absence of official 
news the^oiJicials here are not inclined 
to speculate as to the situation, as 
nothing further has been heard from 
Port Arthur. 
The reports of continuous skirmish­ 
ing along the railway south of Va- 
fandien are taken to show that the 
Cossacks are keeping the Japanese 
busy in protecting their rear. 
While 
heavy iighUng is not regarded as be­ 
ing imminent, a more or 'Jess severe 
brush with the enemy is likely at any 
time. 
The general staff has received the 
following dispatch from Major General 
Karkavitch, dated June 12: 
‘‘There was no change, Juno 9, 10 
and 11, In the position of the troops in 
the 
neighborhood of Vafangow sta­ 
tion -(Liao Tung peninsula). 
Small 
outpost skirmishes cwcur daily. 
The 
attempts of the Japanese to drive back 
our posts south of Wan Fang Tien have 
been checked by the forward movement 
of our Co€sacks. 
“All is /juiet on the western coast of 
Liao Tung. The enemy’s ships appear 
from time to time, but do not approach 
near the coast. 
“The Japanese have not advanced 
from Siuyen. According to Intelligence 
received they are entrenching there.'' 
Tho following ofllclal statement of 
Russian losses in tlie war has been is­ 
sued: 
Navy—Forty-four officers and 920 
men killed; 13 ofticers and 2:^0 men 
wounded. 
Army — Thlrty*six officers and 980 
men killed; 103 officers and 2080 men 
wounded. 
Taken prisoners — Twenty officera 
«nd 696 men. 


Fighting Between Outposts. 
General Kuroki's Headquarters in the 
Field, Juno 14.—According to informa­ 
tion here, th^ only hostilities now oc­ 
curring at tne front are daily encoun­ 
ters between outposts, resulting in the 
loss of a man or two every day^ A few 
Russian pnsoners are being brought 
into Japanese headquarters, but no 
Japanese me being captured.

RUMORS OF BIG NAVAL BATTLE 


Japs Lost Four end Russians Two

St. Petersburg, June 13.—Rumors are 
in circulation here to the effect that a 
great naval battle has taken place off 
Port Arthur, in which two Russian and 
four Japanese battleslvps were sunk. 
No confii’mation of the rumor can be 
obtained. 
Relief is felt in military circles at 
the removal of dissension in the mili­ 
tary councils. 
It is understood that 
the sole responsibility devolves upon 
General Kuropatkin, and that no seri­ 
ous attempt will he made to relieve 
Port Arthur. 
It is reported that the Vladivostok 
squadron now consists of three cruis­ 
ers and four ironclads. It is therefore 
presumed that the squadron has ef­ 
fected a junction with some vt the Port 
Arthur vessels.

—Formal 
announcement of tho appointing by 
Governor Pennpacker of P. C% Knox, 
of Pittsburg, attorney general of the 
United States, lo succeed M. S. Quay, 
was made at tho executive department. 
The announcement of Mr. Knox’s ap­ 
pointment 
was 
follov/ed by a long 
statement from the governor, giving 
his reasons for not calling an extra 
session of the legislature for the selec­ 
tion .of a senator for the unexplred 
term of Senator Quay, Avhieh expires 
on March 4 next. He declares that after 
carefully considering both the federal 
and state constitutions on the subject, 
he Is convinced that the former makes 
it mandatory upon the 
governor to

through the .failure of the legislature 
itself to choose a senator. 
Whether the selection of Attorney 
General Knox as Quay's successor will 
cause complications to arise within the 
party in this state is difficult to say.

BLOWN UP BY NATURAL GAS 


GEN. PRATT 
RELIEVED 


"Washington, June 13.—General Rich­ 
ard Pratt, U. S. A., has 
been 
re­ 
lieved as superintendent of the Carlisle 
Indian school by Secretary of War 
Taft,'at the request of Secretary of the 
Interior Hitchcock. This action is the 
result of General Pratt's recent criti­ 
cisms, in public addresses, of officials 
in the administration of the Indian 
Bureau. 
In one of these addresses General 
Pratt was reportefi to have said that 
the officials of the bureau were “bar- 
nadles on tho public service," and that 
‘the bureau should be abolished." 
These remarks naturally aroused much 
indignation in the bureau, and when 
the published reports of them were 
brought to the attention of the general 
ho did not deny thp.t he had been cor­ 
rectly reported. 
No further action was taken on tho 
matter at the time, as Indian Commis­ 
sioner Jones was on the point *of leav­ 
ing for the West on a tour of inspec­ 
tion. He returned, and lost no time in 
laying the case before Secretary Hitch­ 
cock, with whom ^e had a long con­ 
ference. 
The outcome was a decision to ask 
the secretary of war to relieve General 
Pratt frpm the superintendency of the 
Carlisle Indian School “as a punish­ 
ment for his disrespectful language re- 
garaing his superiors in the Indian bu­ 
reau." This was done at once by the 
Becretaay .of war. 


Pratt Not Surprised. 
Carlisle, Pa., June 13. — Brigadier 
General R. jH. Pratt, superintendent of 
the famous Indian school here, was 
Keen in reference to the appointment 
of Captain Mercer, of the Uantah In­ 
dian Agency, to succeed him, as a pun­ 
ishment. Ho said he knew nothing 
about it, but that it did not surprise 
him at al‘i, as nothing sm'prises him. 
He said nothing had happened recently 
which might lead him to believe tliat 
such action was coming. 
Nevertheless, it was General Pratt 
^who recently said, and frequently re­ 
iterated, that it would have been far

One Killed, One Fatally Injured and 
Proptrty Loss $75,000. 
Bradford, Pa., June 14.—In a nat­ 
ural gas explosion one man was killed, 
another fatally injured, the home of 
H. R. Shecliles was wrecked and prop­ 
erty valued at $75,000 was destroyed. 
Several 
persons had narrow escapes 
from death. The dead man is J3. Law­ 
rence, instantly lulled, body charred 
beyond recognition. 
The fatally wounded man is .Levant 
Nutting, upper part of body crushed, 
arms broken; cannot live.’ 
Lawrence and Nutting, both carpen­ 
ters, had been employed to repair tne 
interior of the Sheckles house. 
One 
was under the building, and it is sup­ 
posed tbiit he accidentally J)roke the 
gas pipe .connections. A volume of gas 
ftccumuhited, and becoming .ignited, ex­ 
ploded with terrific force. The sliock 
was felt over a considerable portion 
of the city. 
The house immediately 
collapsed, and flames sprang up in ihe 
debrisi, communicating with the stor­ 
age plant of J. J. Cole, adjoining. Mr. 
Cole found Nutting lying some dis­ 
tance from where the explosion had oc­ 
curred. He had been blown through the 
two walls by tho exploding gas. The 
flames soon completely destroyed the 
Sheckles establishment, entailing a loss 
of $5000. 
The Coles storage house, in which 
200 families had their goods stored, 
wa^ completely destroyed, entailing a 
loss of $70,000.

There was a time, not so many years 
ago, either, when wheeled carriages 
were unknown in Japan.

look odd, indeed, to our eyes, yet it Is 
a vast improvement upon the square, 
uncomfortable basket, swung upon two 
poles, resting on the shoulders of four 
men, in which the people were once 
obliged to travel. 
There are several stories about the 
Jinrikisha and how it came to be 
thought of. 
These stories differ, of 
course, but one of them is especially 
interesting, as it has to do with an 
American baby. The person who tells 
it and vouches for its truth lived for 
many years in Japan, and so ought to 
know. It was after the great change 
in her government and Japan had en­ 
tered 'into diplomatic relations with the 
United States. 
An Americon Consul 
had been appointed and had gone to 
live in Tokio. Not many months later 
a dear little baby was born to him. 
Of course, a carriage was very soon 
wanted, but such a thing was not to 
be found in all Japan. Japanese babies, 
as you know, ride only on somebody’s 
back. 
As he could not buy one the 
Consul decided to make one, but the 
question of 
materials was 
another 
problem. At last one day, by rare good 
luck, he found In an old blacksmith’s 
shop a light pair of iron wheels. The 
owner, to whom they had been given 
by the captain of a trading ship, was 
quite ready to sell them, and the Con­ 
sul, taking them to a carpenter, ex- 
lalned that he wanted a carriage body 
to set on them. 
The United State war ship Wyoming 
was in port at the time, and its com­ 
mander, being greatly interested In the 
unique carriage, had It brought on 
board and prettily painted and decor­ 
ated. On the dashboard was the rep­ 
resentation of the American shield, and 
on each side and at the back were 
some very prettj’ sea views, so that It 
really was quite a remarkable car* 
riage. 
In it the little lady took her daily 
airings witli much satisfaction, and to 
curious native eyes it proved a nine 
days’ wonder. 
When later tJie small 
owner left Japan for her native land 
this carriage was given to the carpen­ 
ter w'ho had made It. He was smart 
enough to see possibilities in It, and, 
using it for a model, he set to work 
and constructed a .linrikisha, and the 
people liked It so well that he made 
a great many more and a good deal of 
money, too.

Do not allow criticism to discourage or deter you In your work. Your pride 
and a high regard for your good name should spur you on to greater and bettor 
things than you have yet accomplished. 
The right kind of pride keeps us up to the high staudai'd wo have set for 
ourselves, both in our social life and in our business life. 
Pride sustains us throuqrh many a struggle and storm, and It Is as potent 
an incentive as was ever fixod in a man’s qualities. Tho lack of It is as great a' 
limitation as can be put upon a man’s abilities. 
Every man should have a deep souse of obligation to live up to a record 
for honesty and integrity, a record for things done; for superiority of attain­ 
ment, which should be his beacon light to lead him to tho heights of success. 
Lay out your work for each day and devote each day conscientiously to 
that work witli all your strength and ability. 
Be the man who acts and you will be sure to achieve results commensurate 
with the efforts expended and creditable to both yourself and to society.—Labor 
and Capital.

In the older counti*ies of Europe, 
on whose civilization that of the United States Is founded, it 
seems easier for men who have more or iess successfully attained the object 
they aimed at to I'etli'e and enjoy freely the prizes they have gained, although 
even there the old barbaric struggle is in many cases kept up to the end. Until 
within the last twenty-five years the Idea of retiring from active life and 
settling down to a life in which personal tastes and proclivities could be foN 
lowed, was regarded as at least eccentric, 
There have always been two necessary steps to be taken before retirement 
from active life could AVith safety be accomplished; one was the acquirement 
of wealth, and the other provision for its safe keeping, 
As civilization pro* 
gresses the second and more important step can be more easily managed. The 
individual no longer has to depend upon his own efforts to guard the store set 
aside for his future support. The power of corporation, originally directed 
simply to the accumulation of wealth, is now to a very great extent applied to 
its conservation. 
The existence of a leisure class able and willing to enjoy their lives ration­ 
ally and Intelligently is a check on the wilder exhibitions of leisure on the part 
of suddenly acquired wealth. It also holds out something beyond mere money- 
getting as the goal of a successful life. It encourages retirement after reason­ 
able fortune has been gaintd, and discourages to some extent the piling up of 
exaggerated redundancy. The effect of a more philosophical view of life on 
the part of our business men will tend to a more even distribution of wealth,

The person who tells 
it and vouches for its truth lived for 
many years in Japan, and so ought to 
know. It was after the great change 
in her government and Japan had en- 
tered into diplomatic relations with the 
United States. 
An Americon Consul 
had been appointed and had gone to 
live in Tokio. Not many months later 
a dear little baby Avas born to him. 
Of course, a carriage was very soon 
wanted, but such a thing was not to 
be found in all Japan. Japanese babies, 
as you know, ride only on somebody's 
back. 
As he could not buy one the 
Consul decided to make one, but the 
question of 
materials was 
another 
problem. At last one day. by rare good 
luck, he found in an old blacksmith's 
shop a liglit pair of iron wheels. The 
owner, to whom they had been given 
by the captain of a trading ship, was 
quite ready to sell them, and the Con- 
sul, taking them to a carpenter, ex- 
lained that he wanted a carriage body 
to set on them. 


The United State war ship Wyoming 
was in port at tlie time, and its com- 
mander, being greatly interested in the 
unique carriage, had it brought on 
board and prettily painted and decor- 
ated. On the dashboard was the rep- 
resentation of the American shield, and 
on each side and at the back were 
some very pretty sea views, so that it 
really was quite a remarkable car- 
riage. 


In it the little lady took her daily 
airings with much satisfaction, and to 
curious native eyes it proved a nine 
days' wonder. 
When later the small 
owner left Japan for her native land 
this carriage was given to the carpen- 
ter who had made it. He was smart 
enough to see possibilities in it. and, 
using it for a model, he set to work 
and constructed a jimlkisha, and the 
people liked it so well that he made 
a great many more and a good deal of 
money, too.

An Argument For the Early Retirement oi 
Business Men and the Cultivation of Leisure 
F r o m t h e B a n k e r s ' Masrazlne 


N the United States leaders in every line of activity, in politics 
and business, have been conspicuously prone to die, as It is 
said, in harness. 
The death of llavk Ilanna is a caso in 
point But the lost of those distinguished for their successful 
attainment of wealth and fame, who have continued their 
activities long after the advance of age and the diminution 
of physical strength must have warned them of the apijroach- 
ing end, is a very long one. In the older countiUes of Europe, 
on whose civilization that of tho United iStates is founded, it 
seems easier for men who have more or less successfully attained the object 
they aimed at to retii-e and enjoy freely the prizes- they have gained, although 
even there the old barbaric struggle is in many cases kept up to the end. Until 
within the last twenty-five years tlie Idea of retiring from active life and 
settling down to a life in which personal tastes and proclivities could be foN 
lowed, was regarded as at least eccentric, 


There have always been two necessary steps to be taken before retirement 
from active life could with safety be accomplished; one was the acquirement 
of wealth, and the other provision for its safe keeping, 
As civilization pro- 
gresses the second and more important step can be more easily managed. The 
individual no longer has to depend upon his own efforts to guard the store set 
aside for his future support. The power of corporation, originally directed 
simply to the accumulation of w^ealth, is now to a very great extent applied to 
its conservation. 


The existence of a leisure class able and ^villing to enjoy their lives ration- 
ally and intelligently is a check on the wilder exhibitions of leisure on the part 
of suddenly acquired wealth. It also holds out something beyond mere money- 
getting as the goal of a successful life. It encourages retirement after reason- 
able fortune has been gaintd, and discourages to some extent the piling up of 
exaggerated redundancy. The effect of a more philosophical view of life on 
the part of our business men will tend to a more even distribution of wealth, 
•ud a leveling of the inequalities now so frequently pointed out.

The use of potato alcohol to furnish 
light, heat and motive power has been 
developed rapidly and to a very high 
degree in Germany.

food and starch only about 85,000,000 
tons.

The alcohol vapor is burn­ 
ed like gas, in chandeliers and street 
lamps, and gives a very bright light, 
In districts distant from mines it is 
cheaper than coal.

After supper was OA''er, the table 
cleared away and the other boys deep 
In the enjoyment of many games, in 
which he could take but little part, 
Mrs. Longman and the blind boy had a 
long and confidential conversation. She 
gathered from his earnest lips that 
even the poor in purse can be rich in 
spirit; that the milk of human kindness 
sometimes made fertile hearts which 
had never known anything but stern, 
unrelenting poverty. The one he called 
Nancy had recelveil him from the bed- 
side of his dying mother, and altiiough 
she had to work early and late to sup- 
port her own helpless ones, she was to 
the best of her poor ability faithfully 
fulfilling her promise. 


The Longmans were not rich, but 
Mrs. Longman sadly compared 
her 
own selfish life, with Its means of 
doing good, with that of the poor wom- 
an whose opportunities were so few, 
and yet whose life was a continued 
sacrifice of self for others. 


In the meantime Mr. Longman came 
home, and the cheerful smile upon his 
wife's lips, so durerent from what he 
was expecting, delighted him. and he 
gave the boys an even more cordial 
greeting than was his wont.

erator for both land and watgr mo-

The alcohol vapor is burn- 
ed like gas, in chandeliers and street 
lamps, and gives a very bright light, 
In districts distant from mines it is 
cheaper than coal.

TAUT OF SKCTiON 1, OV "KOH THE GOOD 
OUDKU AND GOVEllNMBKT OF THJO 
.nOHOUGJI.'* 
Be it enacted by'4he Burpress and a'own Conn- 
cil, and it is hereby enacted by uuthority of the 
tjame, that the following olTensce shall be con- 
sidered as against '^Good Order and Govern- 
ment," viz: Disturbinfr the peace by nipht or by 
day by shooting, unnecessary shoutliiff, yelling, 
or other unnecessary or noisy prooeedings, etc. 


SEC. 2, OK SAMK.—Any person or persons of- 
fending the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
liable to arrest and the payment of a fine, etc. 
TO S E C T I O N 3 OF OUDINANrE "KETJATIVE 
(TO rUBLIC HUISANCES/' 
No person or persons shall ^throw. place or 
causc to be placcd or depositedan any street» av- 
enue, alley, lane, water course, etc., any putrid 
or unsound meat. nsh. dead animal, skin of ani- 
mal, or other oiTensive matter. Any person vio- 
lating the provisions of this section shall, upon 
conviction before any Justice of the Peace, be 
fined in any sum not e'xceedinar twenty-five dol- 
lars and costs of prosecution for each and every 
oiTense. 
ALSO TO SECTION 4 OF SAME OUDINANCK. 


If any privy or hog pen, slaughter house, or 
place where phosphate or fertilizers are kept or 
stored in said Borough of New Oxford, shall be 
kept in such condition that the smell arising 
thoxofrom shall be oiTensive to any portion of 
the citizens, the same shall be deemed a nuisance, 
and the owner or occupant of the lot OD premises 
is liable, upon conviction before any Justice of 
the Peacc, to be iined in a -sum not exceeding 
twenty dollarB. 
ALSO TO SECTION 7 OF SAME OUDINANCK, 
wiiiEh forbids tlie obstruction of gutters by grass, 
wewls, or other matter. 


We trust that the citizens of our borough will 
be careful to observe the ordinance relative ^o 
^'nuisances" and allow no filth nor oiTensive niat- 
terof any Itind in or about their premises, as the 
Council intends to have the ordinance relative-to 
uuisances put into fort'o.
